The two bilingual seminarian already had 
positions. 

It was suggested that to save time, questionnaires be sent to 
bilingval pastors who would be willing to consider a call from Zion 
if called.

Rev. Hautamak i 
has been at South Range less than 2 years and can not move now. 

David Halttunen of Ashtabula, Ohio, has a building project under 
way. Rev. Tamminen felt the moving costs would be too great. 

John Saarinen is writing a Suomi Synod history and dting research 
work in Phila&elphia next fall, so he cannot accept. 

Rev. Halinen from CCrystal Falls, and Amasshh congregations has 
been thinking of moving but wanted to know if the congregation would 
compensate moving expenses which he feels will be at least a thousand / 
dollars. He feels that the salary without rent should be $275 a month. 

Rev. Hhti M. Karjala says he has been in his present position 
a short time, but seems to be interested in the position if the par- 
sonage rent would not be too great, 

There was considerable discussion on calling Rev. Haverinen of 
the Congregational Ch rch to serve Zion. Many felt that this was the 
time to unite the two churches. 

Viljo Malen made a motion that we mote on Reverend Haverinen and 
elect him pastor of Zion Lutheran Church. 

Rev. *askinen suggested we do not do things prematurely, That we 
must discuss this before voting and that we negotiate through our Church 
Board before we vote.

The meeting of the congregation was held on Thursday, June 30, 
1955 in the Social Room of the church with Neil Erickson, vice- 
cheirman presidéng. 

The meeting was opened with a prayer and the singing of song 
No. 118 in the Siionin Lauluja. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. 

Neil stated SS the purpose of the meetihg was to discuss the 
purchase of an electric or electronic organ. The price of the Baldwin 
organ selected by a committee consisting of Rosemary Malen, Neil Erick- 
son, Ervin Rinell, Elmer Sallila, and Helen Hull, was quoted as $3177 .00 
Two speakers costing $325.00 apiece are included in the price. 

There was some ERTI on who would finance the organ. Bill 
Thompson reported that the sum of $1103.33 was already in the organ 
fund. This money came from the Memorial Fund. ($600 from the Buskala 
family and others not named, $210.06 from the choir, $205.07 from the 
Rummage Sale, and $20 from the dinner committee for tips from dinners. 

Despite the fact that several members of the congregation showed 
that close to a thousand dollars will have to be paid monthly on our 
other obligations, such as, pastor's salary, parsonage rent, current 
expenses including electricity, oil janitorial service, telephone, 
music director's pay, organists fee, payments to Mr. Hellstrom, 

Shearer Company for the carpet, Puusti Hardware, Portway, Brookfield, 

a thousand dollar lot, and some $9000.00 for material to build a parson- 
age, besides ther obligations such as loans to Eet over seven 
years old, the consensus of opinion was that we take on the project 


of buying the organ. 


A motion was made that we pass slips around and see how many 
people are willing to give to the organ fund. This passed. 

There were pledges of $38.00 a month, $400.00 cash if the 
organ was purchased now, and several other gifts which made a total 
cash on hand of $534.00. This with the $1103.33 on hand made a 
total of $1637.33. 

A motion was made and passed that we purchase the organ. 
There were 37 Yes votes and Q No votes with a number of people 
refraining from voting. 

It was moved that we have a special fund for the organ fund. 
This carried. 

Helen Hull was nominated for the organ fund treasurer. 

A motion was made that we cast a nnanimous ballot for Helen 
Hull. This was carried. 

Esther Pernu made the announcement that there were definite 
plans to ahave a Vacation Bible School this summer, but that more 
teachers were needed. 

It was reported that the parsonage building was progressing 
nicely. 

Impi Aspen, parsonage fund treasurer, reported that there was 
$1529.64 on hand. The bulldozing and materials have been paid so 
far, but that more money was needed. 

At The next meeting of the Church Board of Administration the 

financing of the parsonage would be discussed. 

It was moved that we pay all available cash now in the organ fund 
as Pee ment on the organ to the maximum amount of $1600.

PASTOR'S ANNUAL REPORT TOR 1.955 
(Jan. 22, 1956) 


"I was glad when they said unto me, Let us go into the house of the Lord" 
(Psalm 122:1). 


Even as the psalmist David expressed his joy for the church, we also have 
reason to give expression of joy for the privilege of attending church and re- 
ceiving God's proffered gifts and blessings. It is here in His house that the 
Father approaches us through His means of grace and by the Holy Spirit calls, 
gathers, and strengthens us in our spiritual life. Life with Him is a source 
of great joy; life without Him is meaningless and comfortless. Let us continue 
to seek His grace in greater measure so that our joy will be full. Let us 
continue to give expression of our faith in Him by continued faithfulness in 
the duties which He has entrusted to us. Let us pray for the peace and pros- 
perity which He is so willing to bestow to His church, as we are told in this 
psalm, "Peace be within thy walls, and prosperity within thy palaces," 


This report is limited to the four months of the year commencing with l 
September lst when the writer assumed his duties as pastor of the congregation. 
It was a source of great joy to note that the work of the church and its 
various organizations had continued to function faithfully in spite of the fact 
that the congregation was without a resident pastor for over a year. This 
speaks well for the spiritual life of the congregation and the faithful service 
rendered by its leaders. The work of the church is a united one and should em- 
brace its entire membership, 


Services in Finnish and English have been held regularly since September 
lst every Sunday morning, and Holy Communion has been observed regularly on the 
first Sunday of each month. The worship hours have been 9 a.m. for Finnish and 
11:15 a.m. for English. Sunday school and Adult Bible class have met at 10 
o'clock Sunday mornings. : 


During the four month period the writer has officiated at the following 
ministerial acts: Holy Baptism - 3 Funerals - 13 * Weddings - 9. 

“None of the deceased were members of the congregation. 

Holy Communion has been administered to the sick and shut-ins, and regular 
visits have been made to the hospitals to minister to the needs of the sick. 
Services at the Columbia Hospital in Finnish have been held each Wednesday 
morning at 11 o'clock for the benefit of the aged. Three members of the con- 
gregation were called to their eternal rest during the past year, namely, Mr. 
A.A, Anderson, Mrs. Chas. Williams, and Mrs, Branner (prior to September lst). 

The Zion Church Choir and the Finnish Choir have enriched the services 
during the past year, The former was directed by Mrs. Marie Dieter and appeared 
twice a month at worship services and also sang on other special occasions. A 
Christmas Cantata was presented by this group on December 18th. The Finnish 
Choir was organized under the direction of Mrs. Laura Riippa before Christmas, 
and contributed much to the success of the Finnish Christmas worship. The 
accompanist for the Zion Choir is Miss Jean Macklin and for the Finnish Choir 
Mr. Edward Riippa who is also serving as organist for the Finnish services. 
Mrs. Rosemary Malen is organist for English services. Both choirs are planning 
special music for the Easter season. Mrs. Langen of Fort Stevens has been ob- 
tained as director of the Zion Choir upon the resignation of Mrs. Dieter. 

May the Lord guide and bless the activities of both choirs during this year, 


Attendance at worship services has maintained a rather even keel, but there 
is muoh to be hoped for in this respect, The average attendance for the two 
services has been about 90. However, the new year holds forth brighter prospects 
as indicated by the attendance during the first three Sundays of this year. 
Regular church attendance is to be encouraged and strived after. A higher per- 
centage of attending members will do much to stimulate congregational life. 

There are no statistics available ‘at this writing concerning the membership, but 


it is hoped that this data will be released at this meeting by the recording 
secretary. Sé ai 


Special events during the last four months were as follows: Installation 
service; Aurora Club 30th Anniversary; Bethany Society 30th Anniversary; and 
Baldwin Organ Dedication Service, All of the above functions were well attended 
and spiritually uplifting. The Music Committee is to be especially commended 
for their part in sponsoring the Organ Dedication and obtaining the services of 
renowned guest artist Lauren B, Sykes of Portland. 


With respect to financial matters, reports submitted for this meeting would 
indicate a healthy condition. The indebtedness on the building has been de- 
creased to the point where the remaining indebtedness consists of personal notes 
to members of the congregation and a balance owing to the architect, The Organ 
Fund has a balance of $1,000.00 to raise, but no further payments are due until 
next October. Monthly payments have been arranged to pay for materials used on 
the parsonage amounting to approximately $285,00 per month. Personal notes held 
by members of the congregation covering loans to congregation have been renewed 
and with the exception of a few have all been delivered to the rightful owners. 
The proposed budget for 1956 calls for some reduction in these notes. The con- 
gregation acknowledges with thanks notes amounting to $900,00 contributed to the 
church during the past year. The synodical assessment covering missions and 
benevolences is Several months in arrears, but it is hoped that a sizable con- 
tribution can be made before the end of the synodical fiscal year, April 1, 1956, 
The congregation should be alerted to this important item in the budget insofar 
as each individual member is concerned. The synodical budget for 1956 calls for 
a payment of $9,81 per capita. The proposed budget for this coming year (our 
own) can be successfully satisfied if each organization works toward fulfilling 
their guota as they did in the past year, and if our giving is regulated by 
Christian love and concern. 


The writer acknowledges with thanks the cooperation and assistance he has 
received from the Board and from the various organizations, Dedication to its 
tasks and duties, its faithfulness and zeal, is recognition most fitting and 
due to all the committees, boards, and organizations of the church. Without 
mutual cooperation and united effort the work of the church would suffer, 


The past year is gone and brought many blessing both collectively and indi- 
vidually to Zion Lutheran Church, The year ahead sets before her many challenges, 
Much work lies before her, Just to mention a few, there is the completion of 
the parsonage, repair to the chapel roof, and the outside bricking of the church 


building, It calls for great sacrifices from each member financially; it calls 


for much prayer and stillness before the Word of God. Above all, God calls you 
to witness that His works and power might become known to all. The membership 
of Zion could be greatly increased with the help of all insofar as witnessing is 
concerned. Invite your friends to join the congregation if they have no church 
home. The every-member visitation program should stimulate attendance at ser- 
vices, and conseguently acquaint each member with the responsibilities of being 
a faithful steward of God, Pray and help for the success of this program in or- 
der that Zion will experience great things from the hand of God.

The meeting of Zion Lutheran congregation was held in 
the Social Room of the church with Pastor Kuusisto in charge. 

The meeting was opened by a short devotional service by the 
pastor and the singing of song No. 192 from the Siionin Lau- 
luja. 

The minutes of the last meeting preceding the annual meeting 
were read and approved. 

Since there was no old business, the new business concerning 
the Columbia Yonference meeting in Seattle, from the 27th to the 
29th of April, was taken up next. 

Zion Lutheran Church is entitled to 19 delegates. This is 
1 delegate to every 25 members. This is reckoned on 394 baptized 
members. The following were nominated and unanimously elected: 
Mrs. Mary Kuusisto, Ervin Rinell, Mr. and Mrs. Viljo Malen, Helen 
Hull, Mrs. and Mrs, Neil Erickson, Mr. and Mrs. John Jackson, 
Lily Anderson, Elsie and Helvie Silver, Mrs. Greta Malen, Roy 
Hansen, Mr. and Mrs. Matt Jackson, Mrs. Lulu Thompson. 

Since there was no agenda of business received for the 
conference in Seattle, the delegates could not be instructed on 
how to vote. However, it was hoped that the delegates confer with 
each other before voting. 

The next item of business was the election of delegates to 
the Synodical convention at Ashtabula, Ohio, to be held there 


from June 17 to 20, 


The program of the convention had been received. We can 
send five delegates to it+---one for each 100 or fraction there- 
of of members, 

Delegates are asked to consider joining with two groups: 
One group concisting of the American Eutheran Vhurch, the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church, Lutheran Free Church, and the United 
Evangelical Lutheran church groups. If we joingd these we would 
lose our identity as a Synod. The second group consisting of 
the United Lutheran Church of America and the Augustana synod. 

If we join this latter group we would retain our identify 
but would be connected withthe larger group. 

The commettee recommends that we join the U.L. C. A and 
the Augustana Synods. It was suggested that we take the recom- 
mendationg of the Suomi Synod committee studying thése mergers. 

There was considerable discussion on this question. Neil 
Erickson said that he did not believe in the merger. The Finns 
build our church, but the Swedes would have it. This was the 
feeling of others in the congregation. However, it was decided 
that we should be represented in the merger talks and voting 
against the idea would leave Suomi Synod from voining any opinion 
on the question. To join these groups would require the vote of 
all the members of a congregation , no matter what recommendation 
the committee would decide upon. 

The next auestion taken up was the matter of paying or not 
paying a delegate to attend the Suomi Synod Convention. 

There was considerable discussion pro and con on this ques- 
tion. Mrs. Pernu moved that we pay $50 for one delegate to the 
convention and that we get the money from some other source than 


the general fund. (A Silver fea or bread sale were suggested.) 


This motion carried. 

The following nominations were made: Mrs. Lauri Pernu, 
Mrs. John Yackson, Mrs. Olga Axelson, Mr. and Mrs. Neil Erick- 
son, and Mary Kuusisto, for alternate. It was moved that 
the nominees be elected to represent our congregation. This 
carried. 

The delegated were instructed not to commit our church as 
wanting to join either of two groups, but that we want to be con- 
sidered in the discussions on this aes Ca We will not vote 
in favor of the resolution concerning mXkkmxxxxxmw.the joining in 
BÉXEXKKEXEXEM of either group. {Ít was decided that khexexx 
this question be discussed at the Columbia Conference metting in 
Seattle. 

Neil Erickson suggested that we have another meeting of the 
congregation if necessary after the Columbia “onference. 

The next item of business dealt with the determining of 
our share of the Suomi Synod allotment. The quotas would be 
determined in a new way. (See enclosed sheet.) The delegates 
were instructed to vote against this new method of determining 
the Suomi Synod quota and to recommend that we continue paying 
as we have before. 

The Pastors' Pension and retirement, disability benefit 
Fund was another item which whll be brought up at the Suomi 
Synod Vonvention. It was left to the judgment of delegates 
to determine the policy here. In many cases Social Security 


will supplant the need for the retirement fund. 


The fourth item of the Suomi Synod vonvention was the nomi- 
nations to fill vacancies in the consistory. There were no rec- 
ommendations to the delegates concerning this. 

It was announced that the Finnish A Cappella Choir's trip to 
Naselle brought $86.15 for the Parsonage Fund minus traveling ex- 
penses for the director, Laura Riippa. 

It was announced that Pastor David Elm, fromer pastor of 
Zion Lutheran Church (Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church) 


would preach in Finnish this coming Sunday. Bethanyxkukhexan 





Society will arrange a Social hour after the church service 
in order that members and friends can visit with the David 
Elms. 


The meeting was adjourned with the Benediction

Be These church periodicals of the Synod should have priority standing in the 
congregations for reason of more effective synod publicity, loyalty and Christian 
growth, 


Congregations should immediately inform the president of the synod of the resignation 
of their minister. A copy of this letter should be sent to the president of the 
conference in question, 


It should be the responsibility of the conference president, in consultation with the 
congregation that is without a regular pastor, to appoint a vice-pastor for the vacant 
congregation, 


Congregations should immediately inform the Synod Office of the election of their new 
pastor. (By-Laws #2), - #25 of the Synod Constitution cover the qualifications which 
apply in the electing of a pastor). 


Use of the church premises by others: 

a. A Suomi Synod congregations can provide temporary help (few months) in worship 
quarters to a congregation that has lost its own house of worship because of a 
fires ate. 


b. A Suomi Synod congregation can offer its quarters for use for rental purposes to 
some other Lutheran group on a temporary basis. If the renter is a mission 
congregation seeking to become established in the territory of the Suomi Synod 
congregation the rental arrangement should not be continued. Rental to a Lutheran 
group on a long-time basis generally is on the basis of a foreign language ministry, 
not with English services or with a Sunday school. | 


“Ce Any use or some part of the church premises for secular purposes, such as a 


banquet, cafeteria, or an accasional meeting place for a secular organization 
should be carefully weighed by the church council of the congregation in order that 
it be in keeping with Lutheran polity. 


Visiting speakers: 
a. Guest speakers used in a Suomi Synod church should be screened in keeping with the 
Lutheran polity of Lutheran pulpits for Lutherans and Lutheran altars for Lutherans, 


be Traveling speakers need not be received into Suomi Synod congregations unless they 
have applied for and received approval for possible itineration in the Suomi Synod 
congregations from the Consistory of the Synod or from one of the agencies of the 
Suomi Synod, which in turn has cleared the matter with the Consistory. Offerings 
carried for such itinerant speakers should be carried according to the specifica- 
tion given him in "The Right to Visit Congregations." In general some fair portion 
of such offerings should be given either the local congregations or some Suomi 
Synod cause.

There are some select causes renresented by a visiting speaker. In such cases, 
after proper evaluation by the local church authorities, all of the offering can 
be given to the christian cause represented by the speaker.

The congregations of the Suomi Synod should seek to make themselves heard and felt 
in the life of the community in which they are. Much of this can be done indirect- 
ly, and should be done indirectly, through the effective witness of the believing 
members of the congregations in the life of the community. The congregation itself 
should not seek to become a "pressure group" in any community. The constant 
Christian influence that the membership of the congregations can bring to bear upon 
the community will be wider than the church could do directly as one institution; 
the members can go into places where the church cannot go as an institution. 


Local council of churches can be entered into on a selective basis, selecting the 
activities of the council that do not compromise Lutheran polity. There are 
activities which concern the Christian churches of the community which require a 
united voice and united action, 


Auxiliary organizations of the local churches should seek to keep within the 
pattern of co-operation established for these matters by the local congregation's 
church council. 


Each local congregation of the Suomi Synod should in its own parish program seek 

to have as wide a community outreach in its worship, parish education and ministry 
program as possible. Our congregations are no longer ministering only to a special 
constitueney but to all men, women and children.

Local congregations should not depart from the liturgies that have been approved 
by the Suomi Synod for use in the churches. Heterogeniety in liturgies makes for 
confusion and breaks the spirit of fellowship within the Church. 
The liturgies approved for the Suomi Synod are: 
1. The traditional Suomi Synod liturgy (Finnish and English) from the Church 
of Finland, 
2. The order of Common Worship. 
3. The revised order of Common Worship; yet to be published by Commission of the 
Common Liturgy. 


At the present time (1955—156) the Church of Finland hymnals, either the 1886 or 
the 1939 versions are the official Finnish hymnal and handbook for the congrega- 
tions and pastors. 


At the present time (1955-'56) the Augustana Hymnal and handbook of occasional 
services is the official hymnal and handbook for the congregations and pastors. 


The Luther-gown is the basic vestment of the pastors of the Suomi Synod as they 
conduct pulpit and altar worship in the Suomi Synod churches. Where the clerical 
bands (liperi, in Finnish) has been given up, the use of stoles in the liturgical 
colors of the seasons of the church year ought to be used. 

For richer vestment attire for conducting worship services, the Suomi Synod pastors 
can wear the cassock, surplice and stoles., 


It is in keeping with true Lutheran liturgical practice that the use of liturgical 
paraments in the colors of the church year can be used for vesting the altar, An 
altar guild should be formed in the local congregations which uses as its guide a 
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competent manual on vesting a Lutheran altar. Information for the changing Sundays 
can be had by consulting the current SUOMI SYNOD DIRECTORY. 


The use of chancel choirs (adult and children) as a regular part of the worship | 
service should become standard practice in the churches of the Suomi Synod. Choir

The curriculum material of the Church school or Sunday school should be in 
conformity with the recommendations of the Suomi Synod Board of Education. 


The church school should subscribe to the Sunday school paper of the Suomi Synod, 
the MESSENGER. 


Departmentalized work should be developed and encouraged in the Church school in 
larger churches. 


The congregations should develop within their structure a Parish Board of Education 
of their own in order to devote as much emphasis as possible to the entire educa- 
tional program of the congregations, e.g. teaching standards; curriculum; faculty 
procurement; leadership for Luther Leagues; oversight over the congregational 
scouting program and release time education, etc. 


It is the policy of the Board of Education of the Synod that the Church schools or 
Sunday schools of the congregations keep a year-round program of Church school, 
The habit of extended vacation from classes in the summertime is to be discouraged, 
Summertime supplement to the Christian education of the Church school should be 
the sponsoring of a well-staffed Vacation Bible School plus the co-ordination of 
the parish education program for children with Children's Bible Camp experience. 
411 the opportunities that release time for religious instruction offered in cer- 
tain communities should be definitely used. 

ádult Bible classes should be made standard practice in the Church school program 
of the average congregation of the Suomi Synod. The classes can vary as to com- 
position; they can be women's classes, men's classes, mixed classes, or special- 
name classes. Enrollment of the yough in their collegiate years in a Christian 
college should be considered a part of the rrish education program of the local 
church. It is obvious that en>1lment at Suomi College should be considered a 
main objective. 














Attendance and participation of all age groups in the Bible camp programs of the 
conferences should be used and promoted to the utmost,

1. Children's Confirmation Instruction: ; 
Children should not be actualiy confirmed until their‘ 1th birthday. Confirmation 


es be 
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classes should be conducted by the pastor for a minimum of one year or 100 hours 
of classroom instruction. The ideal would be to give the confirmation class a 
two-year period of instruction by the pastor, In this age, where religious 
education is the exception in public schools and possibilities for release time 
are very few, the reliable road to Evangelical Lutheran indoctrination is by the 
solidly conducted confirmation school. 

Confirmation instruction should consist of the catechism (memorized), the Bible, 
Bible History, church worship and the meaning of the liturgy, and stewardship. 

The confirmed young person should become a contributing member of the congregation 
with his or her own stewardship envelope box the day he or she is confirmed. 


Adult confirmation Instruction: 


Each congregation should be alert to the constant evangelizing outreach in the 
community to the unchurched. Unchurched and non-Lutherans are to receive adult 
instruction or an indoctrinating series of lessons in the meaning of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran faith, worship, history of the church and stewardship before they 
are received into membership. 4 minimum of ten hours should be required, but 

20 hours is desirable. Enrollment in the adult Bible class program of the church 
and attendance at worship services can be counted upon for further growth and 
training, E 


h. Christian literature: 


Some means of promoting the sale and reading of Christian literature, devotional, 
historical, biographical, theological or novels should be cultivated in each congreg- 
ation.

Every congregation of the Suomi Synod should dispense with dues-paying of a 
specified sum as constituting the basis for church membership of the local congreg- 
ation. Church membership should be based upon communicant membership and the 


regular contribution (through the weekly envelope system) of offerings of faith; 


Every congregation with a resident pastor should have a stewardship committee, 
which has as its task the preparation of the forthcoming budget with the co-opera- 
tion of the board of trustees. Furthermore, it promotes stewardship education 

and consciousness as the congregation's responsibility and not the pastor's. It 
prepares for the Every-Member Canvass, which takes place on a specified Sunday in 
November. It secures the workers for that date and conducts the drive. On the 
day of the EMC, the financial pledge for the year, "adventure of faith in giving," 
is secured from each communicant. 


The pledge, or "adventure of faith in giving" is based on scriptural giving:

3. It is proportionate to the income earned by the individual. Tithing or 10% 
giving is not to be promoted as a must but rather as one possible example of 
a scriptural objective or goal for proportionate giving. The adventure in 
faith is experienced b the largeness of the proportion that is returned to 
the Lord for His work and the blessing received from Him as this is done. 


The membership of the churches. should be made to realize that stewardship is to 
be practiced in other mattersas well, not only financial, e.g. Time given for 
the Lord's work; abilities and talents devoted for the Lord's work.

ae Each congregation should have a permanent program for the purpose of maintsining 
visitation evangelism work. It can be the "team method," the "zone plan," the 
"shepherding plan," or something comparable. 


be Each congregation should seek to periodically promote a PREACHING-TEACHING— 
REACHING Mission of parish evangelism or something similar. If possible, it 
should be planned on a community basis where the co-operation of other Lutheran 
bodies can be secured. 


pe ee Ce Each congregation should have a permanent board of evangelism, which will seek 
to promote the evangelism emphasis and approach to every organization and member 
of the congregation. 


13. Church Building Plans: 


a. Every mission congregation must without any question submit all plans to the 
mission board of the Synod, whether world missions to the World Mission Board or 
American missions to the American Mission Board of the synod, 


b. Every congregation contemplating the building of a parsonage or making a major 
renovation should submit the proposed plans with a picture of the full concept 
before actual building takes place to the Consistory of the Suomi Synod (Synod 
Office). The Synod Office will use the architectural consultant as it finds it 
necessary. 


Co Every congregation proposing to build a new church should secure a plot of at 
least two acres or more in size in order to insure sufficient parking area for 
cars and provide room for reasonable future development, 


d. Every congregation contemplating a major building enterprise should engage a 
competent architect who vill make the plot and building plans of adequate nature, 


14. Every congregation should periodically (every five years) undertake a thorough 
critical appraisal of itself in every phase of its activity for the purpose of 
greater efficiency in its service as a member in the Body of Christ. This should 
mean the youth work of the church, its worship, its ministry of mercy, its 
evangelism, stewardship, community outreach, its organizations, its plant, etc. 


KE Minimum pastor's salary scale 


a. The minimum annual salary for pastors in full-time service of congregations in 
the Suomi Synod (1956) should be at least $3,600.00 a year plus parsonage. .

Office Equipment For the Church Office 


The congregation should see to it that the Church Office (or the pastor's study) is 
equipped with a serviceable mimeograph, typewriter, a desk and office chair and a 
filing cabinet. | 


Election of Board and Committee representatives to Synod affairs 


a. Congregations should remember that their obligation is to nominate candidates for 
synodical offices, who are faithful church worshippers in their home congregation, 


b. Candidates for synod committees and boards should not be named indiscriminately 
from great distances. Though we are a widely spread church we must remember to 
act within our resources. 


Names and addresses of people leaving a parish should be sent on pastor's initiative 
to the pastor of the church of our Synod in the community to which the people have 
moved. The practice of sending a complete-data letter of transfer when requested 
must be considered standard practice among the congregations of the Suomi Synod, 


It should be standard practice for the pastors of the Suomi Synod congregations to 
send each fall the names of the students studying in colleges and universities to 
the Bivision of University and College Work, National Lutheran Council, 327 South 
LaSalle Street, Chicago Jr, Illinois. 


It should be standard practice for the pastors of Suomi Synod congregations to send 
the names of their service men to the Bureau of Service to Military Personnel, 
2633-16th Street Northwest, Washington 9, D. Co 





PASTOR'S ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1956 


a rs ye, SE shall have done all those things which are commanded 
youy Say, We are unprofitable servants: we have done that which ur dut 
do."

We have finished a year's work. Everything that we have done has been done 
for the Lord, in His: Name, and for His glory. Perhaps if we were doing it for 
many we would expect thanks for our labors; or if we were doing it for ourselves, 
we might reflect with pride on that which has been done. But because we have done 
it for the Lord we lay no claim to any merit of our oun, ` 


We realize that we have fallen far short of doing "all" the things He would 
have us do. Our shortcomings and failures are many. But God is rich in grace 
and He rewards even him who has served imperfectly by bestowing His rich forgive= 
ness daily and abundantly upon him. When God so rewards, it is altogether and 
absolutely due to his abounding grace and generosity. It is because of Himself 
and not because of us and our work. May this knowledge fill us with a deep sense 
of humility, and may our labor and service be one of consecrated love to One who 
has loved us with an Everlasting Love. 


This report will serve tu.review the various facets of our church life inso- 
far as worship, evangelism, ministerial acts, stewardship, and parish education 
are concerned, However, a review is commendable only in the light of offering 
methods of improving the witness of the church. With this in mind, recomenda- 
tions will be submitted to strengthen the witness of the Gospel in our midst. 


- ; WORSHIP 

Worship services have been conducted regularly on Sunday mornings in both 
Finnish and English. Finnish services were held at 9 AM except for the months 
of March, April, and May when they were held at 12:30 PM, and June, July, and 
August when they were held at 10 AM. The average attendance at Finnish services 
for: the entire year was 3. English divine worship has been held regularly on 
Sundays at 11:15 AM. The average attendance at English services for the year was 
73. The total average attendance for both services was 116, Worshipping the Lord 
regularly is to be encouraged among more of our members. Nothing will serve to 
strongthen our own life of faith, together with the life of the church itself, 
more than our presence in church every Sunday morning. i 


Special dedicatory services to mark the completion of the parsonage were held 
during four days the latter part of September, Dr. Raymond W. Wargelin, President 
of the Suomi Synod, was the guest speaker at all of these services, as well as the 
officiating minister at the formal dedication of the parsonage. The services were 
spixitually uplifting and inspirational. TT 


The Columbia Conference Reformation Festival was held in our church on Oct. 
26--28th. The following pastors of the Conference proclaimed the Word during 
these days: F. W. Kaskinen, Otto Kaarto, Martti Wilkman, and W. Kuusisto. 


Othor guest speakers during the year to greet the congregation with the Word 
of God wore: former pastor of Zion Lutheran Church, David Elm of Chassell, Mich.; 
Sem, Duane Aho who served as supply pastor for several weeks in July, Seminarian 
Bob Bray, Mr. Gordon Storaasli, and laymen in our om congregation, Greta Malcn 
and Neil Erickson. Our sincere thanks to them. 


Three youth programs were presented at the regular hour of worship by membors 
of Zion Luther League during the pastor's absence at Conference and Synodical 
conventions, and on Youth Sunday in the Fall. This is noteworthy in connection 


with the witness of our young people, 


Holy Communion has becn observed regularly during the year, usually ES E 
first Sundny of the month. The attendance at communion progressively increase 
during thc course of the year. 


Both the Zion Church Choir and the Finnish A Cappella Choir have enriched 
the services with choral numbors. Both choirs were active about nine months of 
the year, Special conecrts were presented at Bastor and Christmas. Choir an- 
thems during the regular worship contribute much to the quality of the service. 
The importance of having the choir present at all worship services cannot be | 
overamphasized, and is something that should be strived for in our church. Not 
only would it afford the worshippers the opportunity to hear the witness of the 
Lord through song, but the choir could give body and vitality that is lacking 
in congregational singing. 


Song fests were conducted by Mrs, Edward Riippa twice a month during the 
first five months of the year. These were heartily received by the Finnish 
slement of the congregation. 


Four family nights were observed during the year by the following groups; 
2 by the Sunday School, one cach by the Ladies! Aid, Church Board. The Finnish 
Choir sponsored a special concert and farewell for the Riippas in June. The 
family nights were well-received and attended by members of the church and their 
continuance this year is to be encouraged. The cooperation of all organizations 
is needed in this respect. 


An all-church picnic in August was one of the highlights of the year. About 
200 people were present to enjoy Christian fellowship and recreation on a day | 
which God had graced with sunshine and warmth. More of these are to be encouraged 
during the summer months. 


One of the handicaps we face in worship is the lack of hymnals with notes. 
With the advent of the new Joint Hymnal it is hoped that this can be corrected, 
+ fricncly church will tend to draw outsiders within its wallsi Let a spirit of 
fricndliness prevail among our members so that people will be drawn into our 
church. Let us also discharge the responsibilities that have been charged to us 
no mattcr how trivial they may seem with diligence and zeal, There is no duty in 
the churchj especially as effecting the worship, so small or insignificant that 
it deserves not our best efforts. The work of the ushers as well as that of the 
Altar Committee is noteworthy in this respect. 


EVANGELISM 
The work of the church is to evangelize, to win people for Christ. This is 
a facet of church life where everyone can find a place. We need to win people 
for God! There are no barriers such as age, nationality, color, and the like 
insofar as this work is concerned, All are creatures of God. 


Tho work of evangelism is effected through our Christian witness, through 
word of mouth and through ‘the lives we live, 


At the prosent time we have some 300 adult members in the congregation. 
There is no reason why this number cannot be increased to 400 by the end of this 
year. To do this we must all do our part in witnessing. Many times all that is 
needed to win souls is a friendly invitation on our part to our friends and 
acquaintances to participate in the worship scrvice. We have some 200 children 
in the Sunday School. It is not unbelievable to expect this number to increase

to 300 by the end of the calendar year, 


Let cach adult and child work to increase the numbers in our membership. 
There is joy in heaven when one simer turns to Christ. Think of the joy that 
can be: yours if God can use you in leading one person to Him during this calendar 
year. These are the treasures that you can lay up for yourself in heaven. Let 
your pastor know about a prospective member and he will be happy to contact that 
Nolen. Lot everyone take this exhortation to heart during this year which has 
oven designated in our Synod with the theme, "Stewardship of Life." 


A Membership Class will be started on Feb. 5th, and will continue for six 
weeks y for those who wish to prepare themselves for membership in the church 
eithcr through baptism or confirmation, This class will meet at 7 PM each Tues- 
day beginning February 5th. 


MINISTERIAL ACTS 

The following ministerial acts were performed by your pastor during the year: 
Baptisns: 17. Of these 1h were infants and 3 were adults. The adults naturally 
were baptizcd into the fellowship of the Church, becoming communicant members. 
Of the children were children of parents who are members of the congregation. 
Marriages: 18. Of the 36 people involved, 6 were members of the church. Two more 
were received into the membership of the church at a later date. Burials: hO. 
Of these, 5 were listed in the active membership of the congregation, namely: 
Minnie W. Ostrom, Loviisa Jarvin, Emil Anders Kerola, Fabian Tolonen, and Isak 
Nestor Silver. lírse Johanna Silver died in 1956 but the burial took place in 
1957, and therefore will appear in next year's statistics. We remember these 
members with love, After the hope we have as Christians they have now entered 


into the Church Triumphant. Confirmed: 8 youth; h4 adults. 





Regular visits were paid to the hospitals. Weekly devotional services were 
conducted at the Columbia Hospital to the Finnish people in the Nursing Home. 
Holy Communion was administered periodically to the sick and aged in their homes. 


STEWARDSHIP 

Stewardship in a broad sense involves the use of our time, talents, and 
money. Zion has many dedicated workers in her midst. A word of thanks and ap- 
preciation to all those who have contributed so generously of their time during 
this past year. To the members of the church board, to the Sunday School staff, 
members of the choirs, to all those who served on the Dinner Committee and helped 
with the serving and clean-up, to the Editor-in-chicf and members of the Tidings 
staff, to the Altar Committee, to those who helped with typing, etc. in the of- 
fice, to the ushers and auditors, to all committee members and those who served as 
officers in the church and its various organizations, to the cradle roll staff, 
reportors and agents to church periodicals, and to all who in any way contributed 
to the work necessary in the church, thank you for your sacrificial service. You 
are laborers together with God doing the work of a good steward. There is room 
for anyone desiring to servé in the work of the Kingdom. 


In a more limited sense we think of Stewardship in terms of money. Based on 
an income of $19,986.40, the overall per capita giving for the year was $67.76, 
This is based on an adult membership of 295, Per capita giving to the General 
Fund which includes Missions and Benevolences was $22.10. Per capita giving to 
the Building Fund was $1.00. This includes both Building and Parsonage Funds. 
We were $2,651.10 short of realizing our budget of $20,111.66 for General, Build- 
ing, and Parsonage Funds. Most of the shortage occurs in our giving through 
offering cnvclopes. We had anticipated a total of $7,416.66 through the use of 
mvelopes and our income through this means was only 94,986.79. In other words 
our giving through offering envelopes was $2,429.87 short of what we had 


ici ali is, we > met our budget needs. If we 
anticipated. Had we realized this, we would have me 
could increase our giving to the General Fund through our envelopes by 25% during 
1957, we would be in a much healthier position financially. 





As 2 result of this deficit we were not able to mect our synodical obliga- E) 
tion in full. With a little greater effort on the part of all members y ae v. 
sacrifice and love, we should be able to improve in the year that lies ahea 
US. 


More members and a better attendance at worship services would tend to in= 
crease our income. May all of us be alterted to this need. Some statistics on 
membership reveals the following. At the end of the year our KE o ap= 
proximately 295 adults. This is an increase of 23 members over the Ee 
year. During the year 3l new members were received into.the congregation, 
were lost through transfers to other churches, and 5 through death, leaving an 
overall increase of 23 members. The importance of building our membership can 
readily be scen, and it is hoped that every member will take it upon himself to do 
211 in his power. to enlarge our membership. 


PARISH EDUCATION 

The Sunday School has shown a steady growth during the past year. It has ` 
reached a record enrollment of well over 200. It has not only been self-supporting 
but has given generously to the Missions and Benevolences Fund as well as to the 
Lot Fund. A total of $339.39 was given to these Funds during the past year. 
There is a class for every age group, from the pre-school children to an Adult 
Bible Class. The spiritual growth of our children. is of utmost importance. Let 
us remember our Sunday School and its teachers in our prayers. 


A successful Bible School was held during the summer. Sem. Duane Aho and 
his wife were in. charge, and they were ably assisted by members of the Sunday R 
School staff. 


The young people (teenagers) not only have a class of their own in Sunday 
School but have served zealously in the Luther League, The Luther League has had 
a vory active year, have met twice a month, have gone on outings, etc.e, and have 
been working hard in raising funds for an outside bulletin board. They have 
sponsored three Youth Programs in the Church, and actively participated in the 
Holiday Bazaar, May the children and young people of our church increase in 
grace and truth during their formative years. They will be the leaders of to~ 
morrow, and carry on the work which was begun by their forbears.

We also would like to suggest, that at the close of the year, a recapitu- 
lation be made of the statements of the various subsidiary groups. This 
combined statement should show the income and expense, gain and or loss, the 
resources and liabilities and the net worth of the congregation. As of now, 
you have the Church Building Fund, Parsonage Building Fund, Organ Fund, the Lots 
Fund, and of course the parsonage, church, the organ and the additional lot, 
all of which represent assets and the debts agains? them as liabilities, but you 
do not have this information in a consolidated form. We believe that such a 
statoment will give all members of the Congregation a better picture as a whole, 
and will’ help them to appreciate and understand the many difficult and some- 
times vexing problems your Board oi Directors are called on to meet and resolve. 


Your most extensive project during the year was the construction of the 
Parsonage. We are sure that the many donors who have supported the project 
and members of the Congregation in general are vitaliy interested in the cost 
of the orojert, how the money was spent, and to wnom it was paid. The total 
over ail-cost at the end of the year is $22,960.07, of which $15,570.21 has 
been paic for in cash to the following individuals and firms for materials and 
Lapor:

3. We hope to purchase hymnals with notes this year. 

h. We hope to continue Family Nights. Two will be sponsored by 
the Sunday School, one by the "hurch Board, and one by some other group. 

5. The pastor hopes that we can add 100 members to the congregation 
this year. This requires the help of every member. If members know 
of people desiring to unite with our congregation, we should tell the 
pastor so he can make personal calls on these people. 


Membership class will begin on Feb. 5. There about £ or 10 


in this group. We are taking in over 20 new members next S unday. 
Confirmation will be in April. We will get 9 more members in this way 

6. Stewardship is very important. We should give our Time, Talents, 
and Money. Ours is a very active church. The budget called for 
$20000 this year. There was a shortage of $2000, mostly in envelope 
contributions. Our per capita giving was $67.76. We hope we can get 
an increase in this during the coming year. 

7. The increase in membership was 34, but we lost siz by trans- 
fer and 5 by death, so the actual increase in membership was 23. 

8. The church roof was repaired and most of the inside bf the 
church was painted. We have a very clean church which always impresses 
visitors. Thanks are due Bi11 and Lulu Thompson. 

9. The Budget for the coming year will include money for the 
heat exchanger.

Another year of activity in our congregation has come to a close. We have 
been privileged to witness. to the saving grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. His Word 
Has been preached and His sacraments administered. Collectively and individually 
we have praised His name. This, indeed, is our mission and purpose, to make his 
Ray be known upon carth, and His saving health among all nations. Witnessing to 
the Lord and praising His name has served to keep us alive in Christ Jesus, “and 
this is life, that we believe in Him, As a congregation we can say that God has 
blessed us. Can you, as an individual member, confess that God has blessed you? 


His blessings come to us in proportion to our faith in Him, and in preporticn 
to the strength and substance of our witness to His saving grace. The psalmist 
says, "Let the people praise thee, O God; let all the people praise thee. Then 
shall the earth yield her increases; and God, even our own God, shall bless us." 


Already we are entered into the new year. We have asked for mercy, and for 
iis blessing. But let us not cease to seek His face, and implore His mercy. He 
roaches out with His strong arms of love to those who need Him and seek His bless- 
ings. Let our prayer as a church, and as individual members of that church, be 
lifted up tu God every day of this year in these words: "God be merciful unto us, 
and bless us; and cause his face to shine upon ts." 


In this report the various aspects of our church life will be reviewed, and 
recommendations will be offered where they are deemed advisable. This report will 
be divided into five parts, namely: 1) Worship and Evangelism; 2) Ministerial Acts; 
3) Stewardship} 4) Parish Education; und 5) General. 


WORSHIP AND EVANGELISM = — 

Divine worship in Finnish and English was conducted every Sunday with the ex- 
:eption of 10 Sundays when joint services were held. Noon-hour Holy Week services 
were held in our church under the auspices of the Astoria Ministerial Association. 
An all-city Lutheran service was held at-Zion.on Good Friday. It may be well to 
consider the advisability of having periodic joint services of our congregation 
(in English) where both the Finnish and English élement is together, This would 
not only give the congregation.a feeling of oneness, but the better attendance 
would undoubtedly add more to the spirit and joy of all worshipers. 


The attendance for regular worship remained more or less constant with the 
previous year. The Finnish worship average attendance for hl services during the 
year was ll, The attendance at English worship (2 services) was an average of 
70. Ten joint services were held during the year with on average attendance of 
137. Guest speakers during the year excepting the Holy Week and Gocd Friday ser- 
vices were Pastor Lars Stahlsbroten and Vice-Chairman of the congregation, Mr. Neil 
Erickson. 


No services were held on April 28th when the Conference Festival and Annual 
Mecting was held in Nasclle. Both of our choirs were present and your pastor de- 
livered the English sermon, Our own annual meeting began with a devotional service 
in the social room. On another Sunday when the allechurch picnic was held in Sea- 
side, there were no worship services in our church. It is your pastor!s rocom= 
iendation that the regular English worship be held every Sunday in church without 


exception during the year.

There is, naturally, some dead wood among the membership roster, Noteworthy 
is the fact that no contribution was received from 51 members. Not all of them, 
Lowever, can be construed as inactive members. Some of them are young people with 
limited income, cthers are away in school, and several of them have subsequently 
signed pledges for the year 1958, Nonetheless it does indicate that quite a few 
have allowed their membership to lapse. This is something for our Evangelism and 
\orship Committee to follow up. 


Five family nights were held during the year, in addition to a Missions program 
and a Brotherhood sponsored Mothers! Day program and dinner. 


The Zion Church Choir, directed by Mrs. Wayne Oja offered anthems twice a 
month since September and every Sunday during advent, and also appeared in the tra- 
ditional Christmas Concert. (Also appeared in the Zaster Ccncért under another 
director), The Finnish A Cappella Choir, directed b; Miss Helvie Silver offered 
anthems on communion and festive Sundays and participated in two concerts during 
the year. The Junior Choir was begun by Mrs. Jesse Tufts in the fall and offered 
anthems several times during the year. It is to be hoped that the choirs will ap- 
pear more often to enrich the worship services. With the advent of the New Hymnal 
(with notes) the congregational singing should experience a noticeable boost. 

These are scheduled to come out before Easter. 100 copies have been ordered. If

JUMALANPALVELUS JA EVANKELIOIMISTYÖ |

But its advantage can readily be seen when ve 
consider that it is the common property of all National Lutheran Council churches 
in America, It establishes some uniformity in our Lutheran Church. 

Let us continue to be friendly to visitors and newcomers in our church. It 
is surprising how much a smile and friendly handshake will do to make guests and 
newcomers feel at home.

Private communion was administered to the sick and shut-ins when requested, 
Visiting the sick and shut-ins, counselling, and issuing certificates on the 


basis of church records available can be listed in the category of ministerial acts. 


PARTSH EDUCATION 
1959 has been designated by our Suomi Synod as Parish Education Year, The 
importance and balue of this work is thus recognized. We need to be alerted to 
the great task that faces every congregation in the matter of parish education, 
On the credit side of this arca of church work we can say that Zion has an 


active Sunday school with an enrollment of approximately 200 pupils. Vacation Bible 


School is held once a year with a registration of around 100. Sunday School 

teachers! mectings are held monthly during the school year. The Sunday school is 
self-supporting., In addition contributions to Missions and Benevolences are made 
regularly--the first offering of each month. Volunteer workers forming the staff 


have given genorously of their time and talent to advance this phase of church work, 


An arca which might be included here is often overlooked in our church. That 
is the maintaining of a Cradle Roll. About 46 infants are at present registered on 
the Cradle Roll which means that periodically the parents of these children receive 
literature, congratulatory messages, etc. from the church until the child reaches 
Sunday school age. This is a vital link in channeling new members into the Sunday 
School, and the volunteer workers who attend to this task are to be commended for . 
their intercst and willingness to help. | 

Some of the woalmesses of our parish education program can be enumerated: ` 
lack of interest in attending an adult Biblo class; no provision for Sunday school 
during the summor months; difficulty in getting teachers every fall; parental 
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discipline in sceing that their children are in Sunday school every Sunday; ie 
cnough privacy in classes, particularly in the main Sunday school rooms lack of 
funds to build an adequate visual aids library (Note: we are grateful for the beau- 
tiful drapes contributed by the Pernu's. It is possible now to darken the quarters 
when showing films in the daytime). 

It is your pastor's recommendation that the Parish Education Committee be re- 
activated to study and plan for improving this area of church work. 


STEWARDSHIP 

Definite strides can be noted in this area of our witness. Income through 
Sunday offering envclopes increased by 77% over the previous year. This can large- 
ly be attributed to the stewardship cmphasis and education of the year 1957 which 


had been declared as "Stewardship of Life" year by the Suomi Synod. For the first 


time in several years our quota to the Suomi Synod covering missions and benevolen- 
ces was paid in full. We were able to must the needs of our budget 100% during 
the past year. Both of these are firsts during the ministry of your present pastor. 
Our treasurer, Miss Annie Silver, affirms the fact that all bills and salaries for ` 
the calendar year 1958 were paid in full leaving a balance in the Gencral Fund as of 
December 31, 1958, $20.39. Both the Ladies! Aid and Aurora Club exceeded their 
quota for the year. The Ladies! Aid contributed $1,311.29 and the Aurora Club 
$1,144.00, Well done, ladies! 

We rejoice in noting that the Organ is paid in full. 

$2,000 has been paid to date on the Parking Lot which originally cost $3,200. 

The Parsonage balance has been reduced by $3,831.80 during the past year, 
leaving an indebtedness as of Dee. 31, 1958--$8,177.05. Thus, about 2/3 of the 


* parsonage has been paid since 1955. 


The Building Fund made disbursements of $3,252.38 during the year. Of special 
Significance was payment in full of Heat Exchanger ($2,230.76), architect $600.00, 
and notes reduced $300.00, 

During this anniversary year $1,090.50 was received for the Memorial Tower
